Destruction of Fort de France 
the Island of Martinique. 


The Government Buildings and 
Over Seventeen Hundred 
Dwellings Destroyed. 


Thousands ef People Rendered Mousehesas 
Pitiful and Harrowing Sighta—A Nam: 
ber of Lives Lost—The Less $3,000,000— 
Reconstruction ef the Salisbury Cabinets 
im Progress—The Government’s Parlia-

PORT OF SPAIN, June 29.—Details concerning 
the destruction of the town of Fort de France, 
in the French Island of Martinique, have juss 
reached us. Immediafely after the catastro- 
phe Gov. Casse of Martinique sentan appeal 
for assistance to the Governor of Trinidad, 
Sir Wm. Robinson, assuring him that three- 
quarters ofthe town had been burned and 
that more than five thousand persons were 
without bomes and food. Gory. Robinson at 
once convened the Legisiative Council and the 
members voted $2,000 to ald the sufferers. 
On Sunday orning, June ” 22, 6 
telegram was received at S&t. Pierre, 
the capital, announcing that a terrible fire 
was raging in Fort de France, and requesting 
the services of men and pumps. M. Leon 
Gerard, Director of the steamship line, at 
once placed the steamers Audacieux and 
Pearle at the service of the authorities. These 
steamers, with menand pumps on board, left 
St. Plerre at noon, and on their arrival at 
Fort de France, about 1:30 p. m.,the whole 
seaboard was in flames tothe water’s edge. 
Starting in the middie ofthe Rue Blanc, the 
fire had reached the Grande Rue, and the Rue 
St. Louis, and had destroyed everything 
within a space of over one hundred yards up 
to the River Madame. The Palace of 
Justice being threatened, and with it the 
northeast of the tawn, the vital necessity of 
saving the court was recognized, but the 
street was narrew, there was no pump and 
but little water and the people were tired out 
and disheartened after six hours of 

HOPELESS STRUGGLE WITH THE FLAMES, 
the heat from which was most intense. AsS& 
result they became disorganized and thought 
only of saving what personal effects they 
could. It was not until the woodwork of the 
President’s office had caught fire that the 
pumps arrived, and organized meas- 
ures were adopted by the compara-- 
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The 


| hour’s hard struggle was accomplished. 


Meanwhile, the Cathedral was in flames and 
was soon a ruin, together with its magnificens 
organ. The panic now became general. 
Women and chiidren were screaming and 
running hither and thither, and furniture was 
being thrown out of the windows Into the 
streets until they became almost impassable. 
At the last moment, when it was too late, 
dynamite was employed to arrest the prog- 
ress of the fire. Terrific explosions were 
heard and whole biock of bulidings were seen 
to fall, killing some aad wounding many per- 
sons. The Pensionnat des Sceurs, the Post 
and Telegraph offices andthe Hotel Bediat, 
though escaping at “ftirst, were now 
in flames, and at 5&6 p. m. 1,500 of 
the best houses in the town were burning. 
At the other extremity of this huge furnace, 
which covers ninety square acres, the fight 
with the fre was gallantly and courageously 
oarried on, but the wind was high and houses 
were rapidly burned, and, falling bodily 
across the streets, communicated the flames 
to the houses onthe otherside. These fall- 
ing houses constituted a grave element of 
danger to the firemen and greatly retarded 
their efforts. at night the fire bad consumed 
everythine between the Rue du Fosse and the 
sea, and between the Savanne and the River 
Madame. At about 10 p. m. the houses at the 
bottom of the Rue du Government were at- 
tacked and only by strenuous efforts were the 
Presbytery andthe gendarmerie saved. Had 
they fallen, the whole town must have been 
consumed. It was right here that the 
PROGRESS OF THE FLAMES WAS STAYED. 
The sight next morning was pitiful and har- 
rowing in the extreme. The Savanne was 
strewn with odds and ends, in the midst of 
which was camped a whole population suf- 
fering from hunger, thirst and cold, for near 
morning rain bad fallen, chilling to the bone 
those unfortunate people who bad no other 
shelter than that afforded by the trees. The 
steamer Energique; however, soon arrived 
from St. Pierre with twenty tons of food dis- 
patched by the agents of the line. The cause. 
of the fire is attributed by some to kerosene. 
and by others to a Dutch stove. Inthe opin- 
ion of many had prompt measures been taken 
and the surrounding houses been blown up 
the town would have been saved. The loss is 
very considerable, 1,700 houses having been 
destroyed, valued at 12,000,000 france — 
($2,400,000), and furniture, etc., valved 
at 3,000,000 francs, in all a total of $3,000,000, 
It is impossible ut this moment to tell the 
pumber of victims. Twelve bodies have, 
however, been recovered, many charred be- 
yond recognition and others tearfully mati-. 
lated. Fifteen soldiers are receiving attention | 
at the hospital, many of them seriously, and 
one, it is sald, fearfully wounded.

Bold Lenden Thieves. 


Lowpon, July 10.—On Monday night whea 
the Bow street riot was at ite height the 
Countess of Shrewsbury with her escort and 
guest, Mr. Sidney Webb of New York, left 
the opera-house and entered her brougham 
$6 be driven to ber residence. The vehicle 
had made but little Progress when it was 
stopped by the mob and quickly surrounded. 
Beveral rufians wrenched off one of the car- 
riage doors and others seized the Oountess and 
attempted to drag her to the ground and strip 
her of the diamonds she wore, which were of 
great value. Mr. Webb sprang te 
the defense of the Countess and dealt 
her assailants several telling biows, but 
both he and his companion Qere rapidly be- 
coming overpowered when they were for- 
tunately rescued. Justat the moment when 
it seemed that the Countess would be dragged 
into the street a troop of the Life Guards 
came dashing against the crowd, scattering 
the rioters in all directions. The soldiers as- 
sisted the coachman toreplace the broken 
Goor of the vehicle and conducted the 
Countess and her escort beyond the reach of 
the mob. Mrs. Field of New York had a 
similar experience except that her assailants 
were women, who attacked her with even 
greater violence than the male rioters visited 
upon the Countess of Shrewsbury. Mrs. Field 
Was also rescued by the soldiers before the 
theft of her jewels, the object of the attack 
upon her, could be accomplished. 

THE PRESS MUZZLED. 

A large number of police cases, the outcome 
of the disorders, were brought before the 
Bow street magistrates yesterday. The re- 
porters of the various newspapers sought to 
be present at the hearings {n these cases, but 
the magistrates decided thatthe press repre- 
Bentatives had no right to attend &nd were 
liable to arrest ifthey persisted in demanding 
the right.

PARLIAMENTARY AFFAIRS. 

In the House of Commons to-day Mr. W. H. 
Bmith, the Government leader, stated that in 
view of the late period ofthe session, the Gov- 
Srnment had decided not to proceed with the 
standing order relating to the postponement 
of the consideration of bills from one session 
to another. It had also decided to 
drop the Irish land purchase bill and 
the tithes billduring the present sesgion, but 
to again introduce them at the next session, 
Which would open in November. In conclu- 
sion, Mr. Smith said he trusted that before 
the House was prorogued it would pass the 
bill providing for the cession of Heligoland to 
Germany, the local taxation bill, the bill pro- 
viciog for the housing ofthe working classes 
and the census bill. 

Sir Willlam Vernon Harcourt sald he hoped 
the Government would consult the House 
about holding a mecting of Parliament in No- 
vem ber. 

Mr. Gladstone expressed a similar wish. 

In response Mr. Smith said that the Govern- 
ment was eatisfied astothe convenience ofa 
Séssion opening in November.

Starving Soldiers Buried Alive, 


San Francisco, Cal., July 10.—Shanghai 
Papers, received yesterday by steamer, say 
incredible cruelties have been practiced on 
Chinese soldiers in Formosa, The mén were 
mainly opium smokers recruited from the 
dregs of the big cities. After the war ended 
most of the soldiers were given passage back 
from Formosa, but were not supplied with 
food, and the result was starvation and dis- 
ease. Many ofthe sick were crowded into 
coffins and buried alive. A European wit- 
nessed one case where the victim struggied to 
prevent the coffin lid being nailed down. 

A GREAT FIRE.

It had been presided over by the 
same Senator whose ‘‘fine Italian hand’’ was 
to be seen inthe conference bill, a bill which 
was a total departure from the action of both 
the House and the Senate, and was as essen- 
tially new as if ithad been a novel written by 
oe enator from Ohio within the last five 

ays. 

Mr. Morgan went on tospeak of legislation 
on all important matters being now entirely 
controlled by Oonference Committees, Com- 
mittees of Arbitration, whose proceedings 
were secret; so that ifsuch a committee were 
bribed to the extent of $100,000,000, no Senater 
would be permitted to find out. 

Mr. Allison remarked that there was no 
necessary secrecy about the conference com- 
mittees. They were public committees. 

Mr. Morgan replied to that remark by saying 
that this very discussion Mr. Sherman had de- 
clined to answer aquestion as to proceediags 
in the conference committee on the ground 
that such proceedings were secret.

His coming Is eagerly 
looked forward to, as it may have a consider- 
able effect on the status of the strike, and 
there are many conjectures as to whether or 
not the locomotive engineers will openly 
ally themselves with the switchmen and 
brakemen.

The City Hiring Sprinkling Carts 
at Five Dollars a Day. 


All the Joseph Contracts Cancelled 
by the Board To-Day. 


Arravgements Being Made Pending the 
Making of New Contracts—Attempt to 
Get Centrifugal Wagons Ont on Boad— 
Suits to Be Inatituted on Both Sides—The 
Trouble Could Bave Been Avoided by the 
City Owning the Carts—How Matters 


The street sprinkling ie practically under 
Municipal control for the nexttwo weeks, and 
Carts will be hired and sent out to do the work 

nthe twenty-six districts thatat one Wme 
were to be sprinkled by the St. 
Louis Improved Street Sprinkling Co. 
It will cost a great dealof money to do this 
and the city will probably lose money by the 
operation, but itis the only thing possible at 
present. Ifthe carte and teams were city 
property, the expense would be very light, 
Dutthat not being the case, the sprinklers 
Owning the wagons will charge good round 
prices for the use of their implements. Under 
the most favorable circumstances the work 
Cannot at present be what it should and 
much depends upon the securing of the St. 
Louis company’s carts for the work, as other- 
wise there willnotbe enough wagons avail- 
able inthecity. Itcan be seenthat the city 
is at the meroy of the men owning the 
wacons, and unless they feel inclined to do 
the city a favor by renting’ their 
carts, nothing can be done. Should 
the assignee of the St. Louls 
Company be unable to get the St. Louis 
Wacons out under bond there will be between 
seventy and eighty more wagons out of serv- 
lee and unavailable. Thata legal fight will 
be the result of the present complications 
there can be no doubt. In the first place the 
Bt. Louis company will resist the imposition 
of the charges made by the city for extra 
Wagons and for failures to eprinkie. 
The city has the money and the company will 
sue for it. In the second place the city will 
sue the bondsmen of the St. Louls Co. and the 
company if it has anything to get. The city 
will Dage its suite on a number of charges. 
All the money expended from this time 
until the new contracts are made, 
be charged to the St. Louls 
and from that time until the 
ena of the season, the difference between the 
rices of the new contractors ana of the Ss.

Louis Improved Co. Hisreport and that of 
the Committee on Streets recommenda- 
ed the cancellation of the contracts 
held by the embafrasse«a company. 
Harbor Commissioner Murphy then raised an 
interesting point which oalied for a recess un- 
til it could be passed upon by City Counselor 
Bell. He wanted to know if the cancellation 
ofthe contracts without notifying the com.- 
any’s bondsmen would interfere with their 
Fab lity to the city. Counselor Bell looked 
inte the matter during the recess and ruled 
the Nability of the sureties 
hold no matter when the 
canceled the contracts. The 
poard then adopted the committee's report. 
Phe question of edopting some pian for the 
resumption of sprinkling in the twenty 
districts was then taken 
dispored of by the 
in referring the entire matter to the President 
and Acting Street Commissioner. After 
the board adjourned President Burnet said: 
**We will go to work at once and get as many 
carte as we think necessary and get the dust 
petticd as s00n as possibie and we will make 
the best terms we can find.

WOLFERT’S CLAIMS. 

Late last evening 100 of the 177 head of stock 
attuched by the Bothe Wagon Ovo. were 
delivered to Joseph Wolfert, the 
President of the West End Sprinkling Co., on 
the strength of his mortgage on the prop- 
erty of the St. Leuis Improved Co. 
Most of the stock used by the company 
itappears was secured from him on notes, 
which the company could not pay by reason 
of having its money tied up in the 
City Hall. This is the explanation 
of the oflicers of the company. 
Mr. Wolfert has also secured the street 
sweeping machines, and will run them in 
accordance with the provisions of the con- 
tracts the St. Louis Improved Co, has with the 
city, until the aflairs of the concern are 
settied in court. 

City Counselor Bell was asked this morning 
whatthe city wonid do, and said: ‘‘We will 
getthrough very nicely now. As many carts 
as will be needed will be hired and put to 
work. Allof Joseph's contracts will be can- 
ceied and bids advertised for. In the mean- 
time the work goes on at Joseph’s expense. 
All the money due the city from him will 
be esved for in the OCOlrcuit Court, a 
separate suit being entered in each district. 
The bondsmen will probably have to pay. 
As soon as the contracts can be relet the 
difference between the new contracts and the 
old ones will be charged to Joseph instead of 
the whole amount, as at present.’’ 

Secretary H. H. Stiebel of the &t. Louis 
company was at work this afternoon trying to 
getthe creditors of the company together to 
discuss the assignment and arrange fora basis 
of settlement. Mr. Stiebel has sald that he 
does not want the credsors to suffer, and 
proposes to do all he can to ses that 
justice is done each and every one. 
The mesting will be held in Assignee jFos- 
ter’s ofiice if{tue creditors can be gotten to- 
gether. 

One ofthe twenty districts credited to the 
St. Louis Co. has been sprinkled for the past 
few months by Matt Kyan, a contractor, 
who was formerly a member of the House of 
Delegates. Manager Joseph sublet district 
No. 16 to Ryan last April, when he was expe- 
riencing 80 much difliculty with the old con- 
tractors. 

Mr. Ryan said this morning that he would 
continue sprinkling the district as he was not 
afraid of losing any money. 

The contractors who are now renting wagons 
to the city are those who are expected to bid 
onthe canceled contracts. Knowing now as 
they dothatas long asthe contracts are not 
lettbey will be ableto get a duy for their 
wagons, it is not very likely that they will bid 
atalower rate than that, so that they have 
the city at their mercy in that respect and can 
do just as they please.

That is the number of persons omitted from 
the census who were found by the police yes.- 
terday afternoon. If Supt. Porter needs fur- 
ther proof «f the ineufficiency of the St. 
Louis census it will bejfurnished him, for the 
police are notyettbrough. Yesterday morn- 
Ing at 11 o’clock they were furnished with 
biank beoks and instructed to make a house 
to house canvass of their beats and take the 
names and addresses of everyone who 
had been missed. .The were unprepared 
for the work; it was sprung on 
them unexpectediy, but they went at it 
energetically and intelligently, and the re- 
sult was splended. If only the enumerators had 
used a little energy and a littie intelligence in 
their work, as the police have, all this would 
be unnecessary, and St. Louls would not have 
to prove them incompetent, worthless mis- 
fits. Between 1] o’clock yesterday morning 
and dark the police found 5,882 persons who 
had not been counted. No further proof than 
this is necessary, but lest this should not sat- 
isfy the authorities they will continue their 
work to-day and to-morrow, and turn over to 
the committee on Saturday a long list of peo- 
ple who, according to Maj. Weigel’s census, 
are not alive.

So said Supt. Porter when he telegraphed 
Supervisor Weigel, that St. Louls will take 
fifth place in the list of important cities. 

Supt. Porter evidently has not yet learned 
why 8t. Louis demands a recount, although 
ithas been stated timeand timeagain. Itis 
not because St. Louls was likely to be rated 
fifth, or eixth or seventh. That eut no 
figure whatever. It was simply and solely 
because thousands of the inhabitants of the 
city have been omitted. St. Louis hasaright 
to have them counted, and she demands that 
they shall be. The autborities have the 
power to refuse, but thev have no right to 
refuse a re-count on the ground that &t. 
Louis occupies a position in the list of cities 
which is satisfactory to them. What the 
people of &t. Louls want to know is not her 
reiative size, but the exact number of her in- 
babitants, and the sentiment will not be 
modified until she knows that. 

PREPARING THE PROOFS. 

**‘8o far the Census Office has received no 
actual proof of om:ssions,’’ says Supt. Porter. 

It is being prepared, and with the permis- 
sion of Secretary Nobie it will be carried on to 
Washington Saturday night and submitted to 
Secretary of the Interlorand Superintendent 
ofthe Census on Monday. And it will be 
proof which will modify Superintendent Por. 
ter’s sentiment on the question ofa recount, 
for the committee will furnish him with a list 
of thousands of names which have been 
omitted. When these are presented and con- 
sidered it will be timeenough for Superintend.- 
ent Porter to throw cold water on the recount. 


That list of nawmes is swelling at a rate which | 


must be exceedingly unpleasant to Maj. 
Weigel. Hundreds upon bundreds of names 
are coming in from every direction, and by 
Saturday night the liet will no doubt contain 
20,000 names of persons actually omitted. Sec- 
retary Frank when asked this morning if he 
had recelyed any additional names, said: 

**Yes, indeed. They are pouring in by the 
hundreds. The mall this morning brought 
me at least 500, and I now bave 3,000, or very 
near it, on my list.’’ 

These are the names voluntarily sent in re- 
sponse to the call of the committee. Every- 
one knows thatthe public responds meagerliy 
toageneralcall, and an answer from 38,000 
means that many times that number have 
been omitted by the incompetent enumera- 
tors who pretended to take the census. And 
the spiendid work of the police confirms this. 


MAJ. WEIGEL’S FIGURES. 

Maj. Weigel said and repeated that his cen- 
eus estimate based on the returns was 433,000; 
thatthe total would not vary from that 200 
either way, and that those figures were cor- 
rect, because the census of St, Louis had been 
as well taken as that of any other city.

&t. Louis bas fifth place, Supt. Porter thinks 
the sentiment on the question of a recount 
should be mcdified. It would be interesting 
to know whether Supt. Porter is trying to 
secure a ceusus of the country or whetber he 
is endeavoring simply to find out the order in 
which the cities rank. 

The police investigation bas done more than 
discover 5,882 omitted names. Itshows that 
omissions occurred over the entire city and 
were not confined to any part of it. Undoubt- 
edly some of the enumeration districts were 
well canvassed, butthey were scattered here 
and thereso thatno portion of the city has 
been thoroughly counted. On this  ac- 
count it would not be just to grant 
to 8t. Louis a recount of a_i  Iiimited 
number of districts. The whole city 
must be recounted if the authorities want to 
do 8t. Louis justice or to obtain a correct 
count. A recount of the whole city isthe only 
fair way. 

HUNDREDS OF SERVANTS. 

Another weakness of the system used in St. 
Louis, shown by the police investigation, 
disciosed the fact that hundreds upon 
hundreas of servants have been 
omitted. They leave their rooms 
before daylightto go to their piaces of ew- 
ploymentand do not return totheir rooms 
until late in the night. No enumerator 
caught them at their rooms and pone would 
take them where they worked. There were 
numberiless omissions on this account, and 
one policeman found three such cases in one 
house. 

Another cvidence of the incompetency and 
laziness of the men was the finding of three 
of Maj. Weigel’s official lists. They bad been 
left at different places to be filled out and bad 
been filled out, but had not been called for. 
One of them contained eleven names. 

Thus evidence of the utter insufficiency of 
the census an@ the incompetency of the men 
who took itis proved by overwhelming ev!- 
dence which grows stronger every day. The 
police have learned of some very repreben- 
sible conduct on their part which ought to 
subject them to an investigation. A police 
sergeant says that some of the enamerators 
made use of the insolent questions 
setdown in the listto Insalt in a most out- 
rageous manner poor people, both white and 
black. The questions concerning ailments, he 
says, Were not asked by some of the enumer- 
tors in some cases, but they substituted most 
offensive questions of their own, and in more 
than one instance were ordered out of houses, 
and they did not report these people for 
refusing to answer questions. It is only fair, 
however, to say that no such general charge 
can be brought against the enumerators. Such 
infamous conduct is repor only in afew 
cases, but that any enumerator should have 
been guilty of it is unpardonable. 

THE CENSUS CAMPAIGN. 

It is rather interesting to watch the move- 
ments of both eides im their endeavor to 
secure a recount. The forces are warshaled 
in thie wise: Opposed to it are Supt. Porter, 
Maj. Weigel and his enumerators; in favor of 
it are Gen. Noble, if reasonable proof is tur- 
nished bim, and the citizens of St. Louis. 

Supt. Porter congratulates” Supervisor 
Weizel, speaks tn glowing terms of the growth 
of the city, and thinks public sentiment shoulda 
bo modified on the question of arecount, He 
adds that **snould the Honorable Secretary 
order a recount itmast be begun at once and 
completed in seven dnys.

Outsiders, hearing the debate, were drawn 
Into it, and when the wager was registered 
and mutually accepted all around, it took this 
shape:

Should he do this 
Willlamson must pay for that particular 
dinner and following days the twenty-three 
other betters must each in turn foot an equiv- 
alent bill. That isto say, if Mayer reaches 
the Cafe Anglais in time, Williamson and his 
twenty-three brother skeptics will have to 
provide, one after another, twenty-four din- 
ners at a cost for each dinner of $720. Onthe 
other hand, if Marcus should fail to make his 
entrance into the Cafe Angials between 56 and 
5:30 p. m. on July ss, he will have to give 
twenty-four dinners to twenty-four people at 
an ageregate cost of $17,280. 

MUST TRAVEL ON ORDINARY TIME. 

Although it was not stipulated in tne proto- 
col, Mayer has declared his intention to rely 
absolutely upon ordinary modes of travel and 
not employ special trains or boats or any 
extraordinary device. By general consent his 
movements are to be kept secret, and until he 
shall bave arrived in Paris nobody will know 
the precise moment of his departure from San 
Francisco, or the name of the steamer on 
which he will sail from New York.

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THE STREET SPRINKLING SITUATION. 


In the increased complications of the 
street sprinkling difficulty the Board of 
Public Improvements is. confronted by a 
situation which calls for the prompt ex- 
ercise of good judgment and executive 
skill. 

Whatever action may be taken to meet 
the emergency must be promptly taken, 
because the people of St. Louis should not 
be left longer than absolutely necessary 
the yictims of unchecked dust clouds, 
There is not only discomfort but disease 
in fiying dust, andthe death rate would 


soon testify to the efficiency of dustasa 


destroyer of health should sprinkling 
cease altogether for any length of time. 

But in providing promptly for the relief 
of citizens the board must also look to the 
interest of the City Treasury. There is 
no doubt that the city secured sprinkling 
contracts from Mr. JosEPuS at remarka- 
bly low rates, and there is little doubt that 
with the difficulties besetting him this 
season he has made no profits and perhaps 
has lost money. This must be taken into 
consideration in dealing with him or his 
assignee, because there are others who 
regard his assignment as an opportunity 
to make a profitable bargain with the city 
on account of its supposed necessities. It 
would be folly to crush all chance of re- 
lief from the grasp of a possible monopoly 
combine by crushing him altogether. 

The plant owned by Mr. JOSEPHS and 
his companies is of the utmostimportance 
to the city at present. It is possible that 
it may be secured at a fair rental for the 
city’s use, or an adjustmentof the present 
difficulties may be made by a renewal of 
Mr. JOSEPuS’ contracts or in some other 
way mutually adyantageous and satis- 
factory. Municipal street sprinkling is 
justly regarded ‘as one of the most im- 
portant functions of the city government 
and citizens confidently look for its quick 
and efficient resumption. 


Tuk tools of the lottery syndicate in the 
Louisiana Senate have taken cheap-John 
reprisal on Gov. NIcHOLLS for his vigor- 
ous denunciation of their rascality and 
dishonor in passing the lottery bill by de- 
nying his constitutional right to veto a 
constitutional amendment.

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ARCHBISHOP IRELAND. 


HIS INTERESTING ADDRESS BEFORE THE 
NATIONAL EDUCATIONAL ASSOCIATION. - 


The State School and the Parish School—Is 
Unien Between Them Impessiblie?—The 
Archbishop im Faver of Cempalsery 
Laws, State Schools and Religious Teach- 
ing—Election of Officers. 


St. PauL, Minn., July 10.—The third day’s 
session of the National Educational Associa- 
tion was cailed to order promptly, another 
immense crowd being present. The Commit- 
tee on Nominations reported in favor of the 
following officers: President, Wm. R. Gar- 
rettof Nashville; Vice-Presidents, James H, 
Canfield of Lawrence, Kan.; W. H. Beadle of 
Madison, 8.

George P. Brown of Illinois submitted a 
resolution favoring annual reports on the 
progress in pedagogical observation and in- 
quiry during the year and it was adopted. 

A resolution regarding spelling reform was 
referred to the Committee on Resolutions, 

The first subject of the morning was ‘‘Com- 
puisory Laws and Their Enforcement.’’ 

Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul read the first 
paper on the topic, ‘‘The State School and 
the Parish School; Is Union Between Them 
Impossible?’’ The Archbishop said in sub- 
stance: 

ARCHBISHOP IRELAND’S ADDRESS. 

**I will be permitted to make at once my 
profession of faith. I declare most unbound- 
ed loyalty to the Constitution of my country. 
I desire no favors. I claim norights that are 
notin consonance with its letter and its 
spirit. The righte which the Constitution 
allows 1 do claim, and in doing so I am Dut 
the truer and more loyal American. I up- 
bold the parish school, bus would 


have all schools State schools. To 
the child must be imparted inatruc- 
tion In no mean degree that the man may earn 
for himself an honest competence and acquit 
himself of the duties which society exacts 
from him for its own prosperity and life. The 
imparting of this instruction is primarily the 
function of the child’s parent. The State in- 
tervenes whenever the family cannot or will 
not dothe work that Is needed. As things 
are, tens of thousands of children wiil 
not be instructed if parents remain 
solely in charge of the duty. The 
State must come forward as au 
agent of instruction; else ignorance will 
prevail. Indeed, in the absence of State ac- 
tion, there never wasthat universal inatruc- 
tion which we have so nearly attained and 
which we deem necessary. In the absence of 
State action 1 believe universal instruction 
would aeverinany country be possible. No 
tax is more legitimate than that for schools, 
and it should be disbursed by State officers for 
this specific purpose. I unreservedly favor 
State laws making instruction compulsory. 
Instruction is so much needed by each citizen 
for his own sake and for 
that of society, that the father who 
neglects to provide for bis child’s instruction 
sins against the child and against society, and 
it behooves the State to punish him. Of 
course, first principles must not be forgottea, 
and since instruction is primarily the func- 
tion of the parent, the parent enjoys the right 
to educate his child in the manner suitable to 
himself, provided always, that the education 
given inthis manner suffice for the ulterior 
duties of the child toward himself and 
society. Compulsory education implies at- 
tendance in schools maintained and copn- 
troiled by the State, only when there is no at- 
tendance In other schools knownto be com- 
petentto impart instruction in the required 
degree. The compulsory laws, recently 
enacted in certain States of the Union, are to 
my judgment objectionable inafew other in- 
cidental clauses. These, lam confident, will 
readily be altered in approaching legislative 
sessions. With the body of the laws and their 
general intent in the direction of hastening 
among us universal instruction lam 


IN MOST HEARTY ACCORD, 

‘*‘The secular instruction in the State 
schools is our pride and our glory, and I re- 
gret that there is the necessity for the exist- 
ence ofthe parish school. The spirit of the 
parish school, if not the schoo) itself, is wide- 
spread among American Protestants, and is 
made manifest by their determined oppos!i- 
tion tothe exclusion of scripture reading and 
other devotional exercises from the 
school room. There is dissatisfac- 
tion with the State school as at 
present organized. The State school, it is 
said, tends to the elimination of religion from 
the minds and hearts of the youth af 
theg country. This is my grievance 
against the State schools of to-day. Believe 
me, my Protestant fellow citizens, that I am 
absolutely sincere when I now declare that I 
am speaking for the weal of Protestantism as 
wellas for that of Catholicism. lam a Cath- 
olic, of course, to the tiniest fiber of wy heart, 
upfiinching and uncompromising in my 
faith. But God forpid that I desire to 
see in America the ground which Prot- 
estantism occupies exposed to: the chilling 
and devastating biast of unbelief. Let me be 
your ally in stemming the swelling tide of ir- 
religion, the death kneli of Christian life and 
of Christian civilization, the fatal foe of souls 
and of country. The State school is non- 
religious. It ignores religion. There is and 
there can be no positive religious teaching 
where the principle of non-sectarianism 
rules. It follows, then, 
grow up in the belief that religion ia of minor 
importance and religious indifference will be 
his creed. The great mass of children re- 
ceive no fireside lessons and attend no Sun- 
day-schooland the great mass ofthe children 
of America are growing up without religion. 
The State need not teach religion, but for the 
sake of its people and for its own sake, it 
should permit and facilitate the action of the 
church; butit binders this action. Let the 
State look to itself. The mind which it pol- 
ishes is a two-edged sword, an instrument for 
good or an instrumentforevil.

FOR BKATING AN OLD MAN. 


Judge Anderson Rebukes Brutal Conduct 
Towards a Helpless Fellow Workman. 


‘“‘Fdward O’Flaherty and Chas. Leyb,’’ 
called the Deputy Marshal inthe Second Dis- 
trict Police Court this moning. 

A stalwart young man, dressed as a laborer, 
walked briskiy down the centeraislie anda 
murmur oi surprise arose when he was fol- 
lowed by anold man, 70 yearsof age, who 
limped after him siowly and apparently with 


great pain. An officer took the old man 
the arm and assisted him to a seat beside the 
other prisoner. 

The old man presented a pitiabie sight. His 
face was badly swollen. The right eye was 
swollen and inflamed. He took bis seat 
amidst the exciamations of sympathy which 
arose from the audience. 

**Silence!’’ called the Marshal, and the first 
witness was called. He wasa workman on a 
pew building which is being erected on Lucky 
street near Lleventh, where all ofthe parties 
interested were working. He stated that he 
was eating bie dinner, when suddenly he saw 
the younger man sieze his feeble companion 
by the throatand strike him a bDiow in the 
face with bis clinched fist. The old man fell 
on a plie of rocks witha moan, and tried to 
rise again. ‘The younger man then struck him 
again in the face and picking up a shovel 
etruck him several biows On the side and arm. 
The witness said he started for the place 
where they were fighting and arrived there 
just in time to catch the younger person, 
Leyb, who had the old man by the throat 
with bis head against the building beating his 
face, while the feeble old man was too weak 
to defend himself. The men were separated 
and the witness went fora policeman. 

The policeman took the stand and said that 
he arrived on the spot just as they were wash* 
ing the biood off the old man’s face, and he 
promptly arrested them both. They were 
taken tothe station where both gave bond. 

Chas, Leyb, theone @#bo made the brutal 
assauliontbe old man, was placed on the 
stand. He said that the old man had at- 
tempted to take bis pipeaway and had cal 
him names. He admitted having struck 
the old man, and on being closely questioned 
said the trouble had all grown out of the fact 
that the old man did not belong to the union 
while he was a union man. The reason the 
others did not interfere was because they 
were also union men. 

Edward O’Flaberty, the victim, was then 
assisted to his chair by one ot the mar- 
shals. Hetoild his story In a quiet, simple 
way and said that he had been reproached for 
not being a union man and was then brutally 
assaulted as above described. 

**Did he strike you with the shovel,’* asked 
the Judge. 

The old man placed his hend to his side and 
said there wasacut there,and he was also 
bruised so as to be nearly unable to waik. 

**Then look at my arm, Judge,’” he said as 
he pulled up bis sieeve and showed two outs 
ucross the forearm, which seemed to have 
severed the chords. 

The Judge looked at Leyb over bis spectacies 
for a few minutes and then said: 

*‘I will fine youthe limit for a conviction of 
disturbing the peace. One hundred dollars, 
Mr. Marsbal. ©’Flaherty is discharged irom 
custody.’’ 

Leyb was led into prisoner's dock with 
downoast eyes and was thrust unceremon!i- 
ously through the doorand locked up while 
the old man feebly tottered out of she court 
room assisted by his friends.

The Senate’s Disregard of the Governor's 
Veto Indorsed by the House, 


BATON ROUGE, La., July 10.—Ata late hour 
last night the House received a message from 
the Senate returning the lottery bill and veto 
thereon, in accordance with the report of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee, which was like- 


wise transmitted. 
Mr. Shields of New Orleans offered the fol- 


lowing: 

‘*The Senate having refused to consider the 
veto message of the Governor on House bill 
No. 214, which bill is an amendment to the 
Constitution passed by the requisite two- 
thirds majority of all the members elected 
to both Houses, and 4a the action 
of the Senate denying the right 
or authority of the Governor to veto a consti- 
tutional amendment is in entire accordance 
with the views of this House, resolved that 
we heartily agree and concur im the action of 
the Senate, adopt their reasons as ours, and 
that the Clerk of the House be instructed to 
deliver to the Secretary of State for promulga- 
tion enrolled House bill No. 214, with a certi- 
fied copy of the proceedings of the House on 
the said bili, and to take the receipt of the 
Secretary of State for the same.’’ 

Alter fillibustering by the antis until 12:30 a. 
m. the above was finally adopted by a vote of 
61 to 27. This disposes of the lottery question 
as far as this Legisiature is concerned. 

The New Orleans Picayune this morning 
editorially says: ‘‘The right of the Governor 
to veto a propesed amendment to the Consti- 
tution has been formally denied by the Gen 
eral Assembly of Louisiana. We believe that 
this decision is solidly based upon the Con-

SOME MARVELOUS REMAINS. 

In the Tubuail or Austral group lyingto the 

uth of Tahiti is the island of Kapa iti,

rising terraces of stone one above the other, 
there another hillis banked with stone that 
upholds astone fiagred path winding in a 
spiralto the summit where is buiit a solid 

atform o*’ huge rocks. Acrossa vailey be- 
ween the billie isthrown a broad causeway. 
So on bill and hill the stone is found dressed 
to shape and the people ofthe island simply 
say: ‘‘They were there when our fathers 
came here, they must have been there since 
the beginning of the world.’’ 

The stones are biack and the vety hardest 
rook, the smaiiest full 10 feet in length by 
G6andé4uponthe smalier end. These have 
been dressed to so true a surface that they 
rest in place withouta bitof mortar and yet 
the seam remains so close that one could not 
even slipa sheet of paper in between the 
stones. When these terruces are less ex- 
tent, they are known as maraes, and the the- 
ory has been advanced thatthey hayea ra- 
ligious meaning as altars, but it is dificult to 
find any proper proof of suchatheory. Bulit 
of stone carefully dressed and closely fitted, 
even in some cases mortised itntothe course 
below, these muaraes are found farand wide 
upon the Pacific Islands, sometimes  seur- 
rounded by the houses of moltiern towns, often 
buried in the forestein the wild tuxuriant 
tangle of tropical vegetation. 

REMAINS OF DEAD CHIEFS. 

In many of the isiands at the present time 
the pody of a dead ebief ie buried in a small 
Marac. The corpse is isid upon the ground 
and around and over it is reared a rectangu- 
lar cairn of undressed stone, the whole being 
about ten feet long by half as many in breadth 
and height. In due proportion to the dignity 
of the chief below the tumulus has larger a!- 
mensions and in s0me cases a second and 
smatier one is built upon it. 

Close upon the brink of « sheer cliff on the 
Fijian isiand of Wakaya one euch tumulus 
was found covering 80 feet in length by 20 in 
width, and having two terraces each 5 feut in 
height. When carefully opened it wue 
found to contain the bones of the dead 
chief, some of his most valued treasures in 
the shape of whaie’s teeth, black and honey- 
com with decay, and no less than seven 
skeletons of women who had probably been 
etrangied .forthe chiefto lie upon after the 
custom of the country prior to the introduc- 
tion of Christianity. This cairn was certainly 
two centuries old, if atleast any judgment 
could be based uponthe bize of the trees 

hich had grown tnit. Yet, old as itun- 
ptediy was, it was modern, and its rongh 
ve bbie work bore no comparison with the fin- 

ined work of the really antique masons.

NOT UNLIKE THE MOUND BUILDERS. 
Close to this imposing monument is the ruin 
of what mnst bave been an enormous 
pyramid. Not far away in the isiand of 
Lefuka, of the same group, |s found a buge 
stone standing out of the earth about twenty 
feet in asianting direction. This bears the 
mark of human work and seems to belong in 
the saine category with the famous Kaaba, or 
sacred stone of Mecca, which is known to 
have been sacred ages before Mobammed in- 
corporated it im his religious system.

Caplitaltets of this city are extending their 
fields of operation to all sections of the 
country.

B. F. Hobart also de- 
clined to state the plans of the owners, but 
imtimated that the read might go to 
the sea. This admission was regarded 
by those who discussed the matter as equiva- 
lent to an announcement of the intention of 
the owners to buildaline to San francisco, 
thus invading territory hitherto entirely 
underthe control of the Southern Pacific. 
The basis of this opinion was that there are but

There were some ‘‘gymkhaua’’ races at 
Cedarhurst yesterday afternoon, with a gymk.- 
haninny lot of spectators, says the New York 
A young gentieman ina

THE COTION CROP. 


Statistical Report for Jane of the Depart- 
ment ef Agriculture, 


WASGHINGTON, D. OC., July 10.—The statisti- 
cal report for June of the Department of Agr!i- 
culture shows improvement in the status ot 
cotton, the average of condition having ad- 
vanced from 68.8to 91.4 since the previous re- 
tarns. There was generally an excess of 
moisture until about the 10th of June, with 
fine weather since, uiving opportunity for 
destruction of grass and for thorough cuitiva- 


tion. On the Atlantic const the crop is gener. 
sity advanced, while it is late in the Sonth- 
west, where planting was delayed by over- 
flows and by heavy § rains. That 
which planted early began to 
bioom from the 15th to the 25th, and in 
the Southwest some boils are reported as 
early as the 20th. While the pliant is in 
various stages of advancement from the wide 
range of seeding. it is now almost invariably 
in full vigor of growth, of goo4 color ana bigh 
promise, very free from rust and free from 
worms, except the weak invasions of frat 
broods in the more southern belt. The pres- 
entaverage of July condition has been ex- 
ceeded only once in the lastfiive years. It is 
stated as follows by States:

ERS:WANT CLOSER TRADE RELATIONS. 


Ex-Senator S. B. Maxey on the Conditicer 
ef Texas—The Prosperity of the State 
Hampered by Local Jealousies and Un- 
fair Railroad Rates—Uelp Sought in Bt. 


HIS morning Gen. 
B. Maxey of 
Paris, Tex. ,.formerly 
United States Sen-

SEEKING THE ST. LOUIS MARKET. 
Theodore Sawyer of Ft. Worth, a member 
of the staff of Gov. Ross, arrived inthe city 
last nightand is atthe Lindell. Mr. Sawyer 
isinthe city for the purpose of consulting 
with local wheatand corn receivers in refer- 
enceto making arrangements for handling 
the Texas crops in St. Louls. ‘‘Texas bas not 
begun to develop its resources as acorn and 
wheat State,’’ said Mr. Sawyer, ‘‘but is hard 
at work doling so now, and with alittie as- 


sistance from St. Louis will become by far the 
most valuable feeder that this 
market bas. Last year we raised 
76,607,312 bushels of corn, valued at 
$26,211,177, and 7,772,691 bushels of whbert, 
valacd at $5. 440,054 This is a very good 
showing indeed, butit ts nothing to what we 
could do were we granted proper freight rates 
to 8t. Loule and provided with suitable storage 
facilities. We of Northern Texas are the 
naturai allies of St. Louls, but in some sec- 
tions of Southern Texas the feeling is differ- 
ent, and measures have been adopted that 
have greatly bampered our trade with this 
city, and has thereby seriously interfered 
with our growth 
NORTHEILN AND SOUTHERN TEXAS. 

*‘Galveston bas a very strong influence with 
the rallroeads and has succeeded in getting 
tariffs that allow certain grades of goods to 
be shipped to Galwesten and from that point 
distributed to interior potnts et a cheaper rate 
than they can besent from St. Louls. Last 
winter a figlit was made by the mercbants of 
the sitaller towns in Texas and most 
of the railroads greatly modified or entirely 
abolished their discriminating rates. The 
resuit was thatthe Northern Texas nen were 
enabled to get goods of all kinds much 
cheaper than they could under the system 
formerly in vogue, and the only sufferers 
were the Galyeston merehants, whose trade 
was very lurgely transferred to St. Louis. To 
regain their former position, the Gaiveston 
merchants have asked the Southern Interstate 
Association to re-establish the old rates 
favoring Calveston at the expense of St. 
Louis, and of the Texas merchants at interior 
question is now under 

but one or two 
roads have temporarily granted the 
rates asked. Ofcourse the merchants in the 
northern pert of the State, an«l those who buy 
from them, are the principal sufferers, but St. 
Louis is almost as much interested. it is one 
ofthe principal objects of my visit to obtain 
the list of members of the Merchants’ Exs 
change and proprietors of large wholesale 
houses in combating the unjust claims of the 
Galveston mercbants. 

A CHANCE FOR 8T. LOUIS. 

‘*Another matter ofever greater importance 
both to Northern Texas and &t. Louis is the 
raliroad and flour mill conspiracy, for it is 
nothing else. RKallroad men are largely iIn- 
terested in mills in Northern Texas, and have 
managed to secure rates that practically pro- 
hibit the cultivation of wheat in many coun- 
ties,prevent the extension of our wheat area 
and compel! consumers to pay far above the 
proper price fortheirfiour. A heavy freight 
rate is imposed on flour coming into this 
State, and a very low rate is chargec 
for hauling wheat. This is for the 
purpose of driving the Kansas and 
Missourt flour out of the market and enabling 
the Texas willis to get all the wheat they want 
atalow price. The imports of hansas wheat 
are not heavy, but that stock can be drawn 
upon whenever the Texas farmers attempt to 
ask for their crop whatitis worth. They can 
notexport to apy extent, as the flour mill 
combination controls the few elevators and 
charges are — uptoan amount that prac- 
tically prohibits export.

BOB RAMSEY SAVED HER. 


TRIAL OF MES. GOULD FOR THK MURDER 
' - OF HER HUSBAND- 


A New Version of the Killing—Bratal Geuld 
Lived One Day Alter His Wife Stabbed 
Him—Bob Bamesey, a Negro Waiter,Gives 
a Thrilling Account of the Murder—Mrs. 
Gould Acquitted. 


Py Telegravh to the POsT-DIePraror. 

ATLANTA, Ga., July 10.—A letter received 
from Murphy, N.©., where George N. Gould, 
the wealthy Englishman, was murdered by 
his wife, ae told yesterday, says thas Mre. 
Gould has been acquitted of the charge and 
released from the jailon the testimony of the 
only witness of the murder, a colored waiter 
at the hotel. Thereisno telegraph station at 
Murphy, the town Delnga small place, al- 
most isolated, in the western part of North 
Carolina, and the only news that has been re- 
ceived bas come by mail; but the mystery 
surrounding the lives of Mr. and Mrs. 
Gould is deeper than ever, and now 
that Mrs. Gould bad been. acquitted 
her manner has undergone a change, 
andshe refoses absoluteiy to say anything 
about herself, her husband or the murdor 
other than to repeat the simple statement: 
**I did itin self-defense.’’ The first news of 
the tragedy received here was to the effect 
that Gould had been killed quickly; that he 
died while yet bis frail, golden-baired little 
wife was plunging the ornamental dagger into 
his body. Itnow transpires that he did not 
die until the following day and that his death 
was kept secret. The real facts in the case 
did notcome out until Tuesday, when Bob 
Ramsey, the colored waiter, gave bis 
testimony, and fifteen minutes before he 
appeared it was not known that 
anyone save Mrs. Gould was present when 
the murder was committed. The negro told 
his story in a straightlorward manner, in that 
quaint dialect at ouce so musical and im- 
pressive. ile told of quarrels which led up to 
the murder, and also how the death of Gould 
had been keptasecret. For three weeks, be 
said, Gould had, been drinking heavily, and 
when at the height of hile spree, would goona 
tour of destruction. Evyerythiug that came 
under his hands was broken, and he footed 
big bills for mirrors, furniture and giassware 
which he demolished. If while in this con- 
dition he met his wife he did mot hesitate a 
moment, but either slapped her faceavicious, 
stinging biow or

He had often done it, and Mrs. Gould became 
Bo frightened that she would hide herseif 
when she iearned that ber busband was 
drinking.

I 
did it in selt- -defense—you know I did it to 
save my life.’ 

The next day Gould died, and Mrs. Gould, 
fearing arrest, begged the ‘negro not to say 
anything avout it and her inistress so worked 
on his simple mind that be consented and the 
trouble was not made public until Friday. 
The day Gould died Mrs. Gould weng about 
the house apparently as happy as 
usual and Spent some hours at the 
piano. When asked where her husband 
was she carelessly replied that he 
was upstairs in bed. This action was attrib- 
uted to fear of arrest and she was acquitted. 
Mrs. Gould refused to say anything more and 
is very happy over her relense. The impres- 
sion previls now that the couple were living 
togetber under an assumed name and that 
they were in hiding either from Gould’s rela- 
tives or his wife’s. It is only on toils hypoth- 
esis that their selection of a residence in 
Western North Carolina can be accounted for.

The Well-te-De Dutchmen Settling in 


Merced County, California. 


By Telegranh te the POST-DISPaTou. 

New YorK, July 10.—‘‘Il’m on my way to 
California to make myselfa home and I have 
my family with me,’’ said Elbert Van Baar- 
tens, from Oosterbeek, Holland, son of a 
well-to-do burgher. He married the dahghter 
ofthe Syndic of the town and has two jolly 
little Datch children. 

**You know allaboutthe new Dutch settie- 


ment in California, of course?’’ said Mr. Van 
Baartens, who speaks English like a native. 
**No; well, for the last year rep- 
arations have been making to found 
the new town of Rotterdam, in Merced 
County, Cal. The first step was the forma- 
tion of the Holland—California Land Oo. 
incorporated under the laws of Oalifornia. It 
bas boughta large tract of thoroughly Irri- 
gated land in erced County. This land is 
divided into parcels of twenty acres each, 
many of them already under cuitivation. 
These lands,; which produce alfalfa, vines, 
orchard fruits and so on, are only sold to Hol- 
landers and cost them $175 peracre. You see 
from that the class o immigrants is 
rather different from any thing ina 
history. The oorest man who 
has come over left Rotterdam, May 10, 
with my Ae others and he had $8,000 in 
cash. His name is Jan Vosterbok, and he 
camefrom Delft. The richest man in that 
party was Dietrick Van Aalst, who had $10,000, 
besides a rich store of linen, furniture, plate, 
paintings und all that kind of thing. The 
farms, large and small, are ready stocked for 
the purchaser before his arrival, and when 
he gete there he assumes ownership of the 
whole place, land, houses, barns, horses, 
cattle, agricultural implements, househvid 
furniture and all that. eis not suppoged to 
pay for the place in fullat first, but to leave 
bimself some working capital.’’ 

‘*How much do yon bring yourself?’’ 

**I] have about $20,000 and my wife has half 
as much more. Besides that I bring my 
father’s fine library, the English piano that 
my mother gave my wife; ali the old family 
furniture and linen and the silverthat you 
admired so much—about enough, I believe, to 
fillone of your freight cars. Wecame over, 
as do allofthese who are baking pest in this 
movement, in the first cabin and I shail start 
for California early next week with about 
forty others in a special Pullman train. 
Our firet act will be to declare our inten- 
tion of becoming American citizens—take out 
our first papers you callit, Ibelieve. There 
is not one among us who willnot make a 
first-class citizen, or whose character at 
home was not above reproach. There are no 
cripples, no imbeciles, no paupers. Wado 
not contemplate growing enormously rich in 
afew years, but we do count upon becoming 
prosperous farmers. We shall have 
the assistance of experienced Califor- 
nians to teach us such modifications of 
Dutch aegricuitural methods, asa different 
climate and other conditions may require. 
There will bea representative Dutch dairy 
and we hopeto show that some other old 
country institutions will prosper in a new 
piace. The enterprise is very popular among 
the most conservative menall over Holland,’’ 
said Mr. Van Baartens, in conclusion. ‘*‘Rot- 
terdam, Amsterdam, The Hague, Arahem, 
Giesedam, Nymegen, Gouda, Dordrecht, 
Utrecht, Bussum, Deift, anda lotof other 
cities and villages are represented in our 
ranks and we count upon success.’’

It was said of a famous Parisian joook that 
he could makea choice soup out of a mush- 
rqaom, some water and a littie spice. He was 
&® master, and his skill in his own domain was 
something akin to that of the divinity student 
of whom the story is told in one of the old En- 
glish classics. When this clerk left the un!- 
versity he was given a benetice, and when he 
came to the parish church to deliver his first 
sermon he was handed a piece of biank 
paper, on which he was told wonld be found 
the text for hissermon. He took for his sub- 
ject ‘‘Nothing,’’ and by his erudition, his 
sincerity and eloquence secured at once the 
favor of his patron and of his congregation. 
The sermon is still extant, in choice Enalish. 
And we are here reminded that the poem 
‘‘Nothing,’’ by Rochester, is one of the most 
remarkable productions of English poetry; 
and, although full of ‘‘nothing,’’ it bas been 
read and admired for 200 years. 

The shin bone of the beef as a marketable 
commodity is nextto nothing, and there are ; 
many people who regard it as such; but there 
is certainly no part ofthe beef which, unpre- 
tentious and insignificantas it is, can for all 
puposes of the table be at all compared with 
it. A good shin bone may be had in the mar- 
ket atfrom 10 to 20 cents, according to the 
size; but at such prices, or anything near 
them, there is no other part of the beef 80 


cheap. Inthe hands of a good manager it is 
simply astonishing how many wholesome 
dishes can be madefrom theshin bone, not 
tosvay anything of the uses it may be con- 
verted into, after it has passed the small 
boy’s hands into those of the ragman. 

Dr. Kitchener, a high authority—in his 
**Oook’s Oracie,’’ ag hy n his quaint, entique 
fashion: **Of allthefowls of the air, com- 
mend me to ashin of beef; there is meat for 
the master, marrow for the mistress, gristie 
for the servants and bone for the dog.’’ A 
writer has called attention to the fact that the 
doctor forgot the soup—this, may we add, for 
the troops of bungry children whom this 
economist manifestly neglected to provide 
for. 

BEEF SOUP. 

Break the bone of a moderately sized shin 
of beef. 

Cover with five or six quarts of cold water, 
and ada one teaspoonful of salt; remove the 
scum and cover closely. Letit simmer sliow-~ 
ly and steadily for six or seven hours. Take 
out the beef and set the stock to cool after 
straining it. 

Skim well the next day; add one grated car- 
rot, two small onions, minced; twoemall 
turnips, cut in pleces; one half pint tomatoes, 
asprig of parsiey, a celery top (or bruised 
ceiery seed) one small red pepper, minced; 
spices to taste and for seme soon | one table- 
spoonful of butter and browned flour rubbed 
together. 

Piace In the tureen two hard-boiled eggs. 
mashed smooth, andturn in the soup alter 
straining through a sieve. 

SPICED BEEF. 

Boll a large shin of beef until very tender. 

Pick the meat to pieces, and crush all the 
gristic, that Is soft, very fine. 

Set the stock to cool, and then remove the 
fat. 

Reduce the stock by boiling to one quart. 

Roll quite fine eight or ten crackers and add 
to the meat. 

Beason with salt, pepper, cloves, minced 
parsiey and grated nutmeg, and a little cin- 
naimon. 

Cover with the stock, place on the stove 
and letcometoabolil. Packin a deep dish 
and cut into sliices when cold, 

A SIDE DISH. 

From the shin bone, which bas been left 
from the soup, cut the meat in small pleces, 
add acold potato or two cut in thin slices, an 
onion, minced, and a sprig of parsiey. 

Cover with stock, season, add a small plece 
of butter, dredge with four andset in the 
baker until brown. 

PICKLED BEEF. 

Cut in yery fine pleces the meat from a 
boiled shin bone. 

Season with epices to taste. 

Add a littie well reduced stock and some 
good strong vinegar. 

Pack in a deep dish and slice when cold. 

MEAT BALLS. 

Chop fine the meat taken from a bolled shin 
of beef. 

Season with salt, pepperand alittle pow- 
dered sage. 

Mix with a well beaten egg; rollin cracker 
meal or bread crumbs and fry in hot lard. 

POSSIBILITIES OF BOILED BEEF. 

Wipe the beef with adamp cioth—do not 
wash It. 

Piunge into bolling water, and add salt when 
it 1s about half done. 

Skim carefully from time to time. 

Keep closely covered and simmer slowly 
until tender enough forafork to pierce it 
readily. 

If the meat is notto be eaten warm, let it 
get cold in the liquor in which it was cooked, 
ior by this moans it will be rich and juicy. 

Ciarify the fat ekimmed from the stock and 
strain into the ‘‘dripping’’ crock. 

For luncheon, cnt [rom the beef, neat, thin 
slices, sprinkle with saltand pepper and gar- 
nish with sprigs of parsley or grated horse- 
radish. 

For dinner heat the beef liquor or stock and 
addtoit fresh vegetabies and herbs finely 
chopped, or any ‘‘left overs,’’ such es corn, 
peas, beans or potatoes. Strain through a 
sieve and add flour and butter, a tablespvuon- 
ful of each, rubbed together for thickening. 

For breakfast, free from fat and gristie the 
beef left after slicing for luncheon. Chop into 
small pieces, add one-half dozen cold lled 
potatoes cut In cubes, one onion, minced and 
fried brown in drippings, season with salt and 
pepper and add a little sage or parsiey cut 
very fine. Cover with some of the soup stock, 
add alittle thickening and let simmerfora 
moment. Serve on toast which has peen deli- 
cately browned end the crust removed. 

BOILED MEATS. 

Boiled meats, to be sliced (¢old) should be 
cooled intheir liquor. Fresh meats are put 
into boliing water—salt meats into cold water. 

MIXED SANDWICHES. 

Take equal quantities of cold tongue, ham 
and chicken and chop fine. ws 

Add a little melted putter, one tablespoon.- 
ful of svxiad oll, one tabiespoonful of mustard, 
the yolks of two bard boilied eggs and seuson- 


ing. 
Spread on neat slices of crustiess bread. 
PLAIN CAKE. 

One cupful of sugar, one small half cupful 
of butter, two-thirds ofa cupful of sweet 
milk, one egg, two cupfuls of flour, two small 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 

Filling: One-balf pint sweet cream, four 
desert spoonfuls of white sugar, one tea- 
spoonful vanilla, 

Beat this mixture until thiee as custard an‘ 
spread between the layers when the cake is 
quite cold. 

FOAMING SAUCE. 

One cup of sugar, with a quarter of & pound 
of butter, beaten until creamy. 

Add the yolk of oneegg well beaten; also 
the white beaten stiff. 

Stir in one winegliass of water and flavoring. 

Place ina pan of hot water until thick as 
cream. Do not iet it boll. 

CREAMED POTATOES. 

One quart of cold boiied (or raw) potatoes, 
cutinsmall pleces. lf raw, stew for fifteen 
minutes. 

One-half eupful of cream or milk, one table- 
spoontul of vutter and one teaspoenfui of 
flour rubbed together. 

Season, 

CAKE WILKHOUT EGGS. 

One and one-baif cuptuls of sugar, one- 
haifeup of butter,one cup of sour milk in 
which one level teaspooniul of soda is dis- 
solved. 

Three level cupfuls sifted flour, one-half 
teaspoonful each of cinnamon an tet 
one teaspoonful of chopped raisins (floured). 

Bake in &@ moderate oven. -

Place these pieces in a pan; set in the Oven 
until brown. : . 

These can P eaten hot or cold, but are 
usuaily served very hot. 

Pulled bread con alse be made from unbaked 
dough. Divide the dough inte six or eight 
equal parts. 

oll into strands, pinch at both ends to keep 
them together, and then braid them. 

Let rise and bake. ; 

When done separate and bake brown. 

SARATOGA FRIED POTATOES. 

Peel good-sized potatoes and siice them 
evenly. 

Place them In ice water. 

Have ready a kettle of véry hot lard. 

Put a few of the potatoes in a clean towel or 
napkin. Shake them aboat to dry them. 

Place in a frying Daeket and immerse ia the 
lara untiia light brown. The potatoes can 
also be dropped into askillet of hot lard or 
drippings. 

Be careful not to crowd them 

Remove with a skimmer and 
moments on brown paper. 

Sprinkle with salt and serve ona dish cov- 
ered with a fringed napkin. 

FRUIT CREAM. 

Mash thoroughly one quart of fresh ripe 
fruit, such as strawberries, raspberries, cur- 
rants and peaches. 

Press through a sieve, and add one-half 
pound of white sugar and beat thoroughly. 

Add tothisa pint and a half of rich cream 
and beat to a thick foam. ‘ 

Serve in glasses. 

Tart-stewed apples prepared in this manner 
are excellent. 

Fruit creams are delicious for dessert. 

ONE USE OF 10H WATER. 

Celery, raishes and onions are much im- 
proved in taste, if placed in salted ice water 
some time before serving. Cucumbers, too, 
are prepared in this mannar, but must not be 
sliced until ready to serve.

Several Victims Tell What It Is to Be Sun- 
struck.

How does itféel to bé sunstruck? There are 
many and varied experiences, according to 
the individual and tbe circumstances under 
which he is prostrated. Fleshy persons ia- 
variably have smothering sensations and 
labor hard under the intense strain to which 
their respiratory organs are subjected; but 
the slender man frequently remains in # per- 


fectiy passive state, without any violent con- 
vulsiong, though this is by no means the in- 
variable rule. 

Some cases of prostration give warning by 
violentand jerking pains in the temples and 
back some time previous to the coming on of 
the direct attack, and every person exposed 
to the heat who feels the slightest weakening 
sensation, Or experlences an approaching 
Guliness of the senses, should, by all means, 
the doctors say, without undue exertion, 
hasten to the nearest retreat and have coid 
applications made to the head, as thisisa 
sure forerunner of a sunstroke, 

Other persons drop off so suddenly that 
they very frequently have not the siightest 
recollection of the attack after consciousness 
is restored. One case forcibly illustrating 
this is that of Mr. Patrick Clancy, who was 
sunstruck Sunday night last. air. Clancy 
boarded the Green street car at Fifth, and was 


experiencing no inconvenience from the heat 


atthe time. Hereached home, near Twelfth 
street, atSo’cigqck and sat down on the steps 
conversing with bis family, when suddenly 
he threw up his bands and [fell back senseless 
upon the floor. 

Yesterday Mr. Clancy was somewhat im- 
proved, and toa reporter he gave his peouliar 
experience. ‘‘I had been feeling perfectly 
well,’’ se said, ‘‘and had no thought of being 
sunstruck, even tothe moment the prostra- 
tion came upon me. It camé so suddenly 
thatI hardly hadtimeto realize what was 
the matter. I felt dazed and éverythin 
seemed to whirl around me asif acycione had 
struck thetown. My brain whirled and hot 
flashes darted through my body while light- 
ning-like pains plerced my temples and the 
back of my head. Irwveled and threw up my 
hands, and from this time I knew no more for 
several hours, when I began to experience a 
returning to consciousness. Still I conld 
place nothing and had forgotten the circum- 
stances of the earlier part of the evening. 

‘tInstead of the sharp, cutting pains, a dull 
headache set in, and lam stilisuffering from 
it. My head at the beeinning of the attack 
felt as big as a barrel and I felta creat desire 
to press it vigorously. Noone who has not 
had the experience can concelve of the pe- 
cullar sensation from a sunsetroke, I had 
often heard of such cases, but I could not un- 
til now realize fully the peculiar syitering in- 
vyolved.’’ 

Mr. Clancy is a fleshy man and the case goes 
rather bard with him. He had noconvulsions, 
but during the prostration smothering sensa- 
tions rapidly followed eachother. He also 
showed another characteristic common to all 
cases. He continually put his bands to his 
head and pressed hard upon the temples as if 
to drive them in. 

Another peculiar case was that of Miss 
Ulrich, who was seriously sunstruck ut 
Seventh and Jefferson yesterday afternoon. 
The young lady frothed atthe mouth, and all 
the muscles of her body became rigid. She 
seemed to suffer intensely, and clenched her 
handsand teeth. She, however, improved 
later in the afternoon, and gave a forcible de- 
scription of herexperience. ‘‘Il was on the 
street-car,’’ said Miss Ulrich, ‘‘when I began 
to experience a nervous, smothering sensa- 
tion creeping over me, andI knew thatI was 
going to-be prostrated if Idid not get im- 
mediate reNef. Before I had time to 
consider what was best to do, however, 
violent pains and jerking of the muscles 
seized meandin a moment I was gone. 
hardiy know how to express the multitude of 
sensations lexperienced. In fact, they are 
indescribable, and all I can say is that a gun- 
stroke hasan effect peculiarly its own and 
they are not so agreeable ‘that I should desire 
another. After!I began toregain conscious- 
ness 1 could not imagine what had happened 
and everything had to be expiained before 
could realize exactly what I had gone 
through. My head feels several sizes too big 
and Iam now suffering from a dull, throbbing 
headache, in striking contrast to the subtie 
pains that darted through my head.’’ 

Although there is a certain individuality 
connected with each case, the main features 
of ail sunstrokes are substantially the same, 
anda strong resemblance can be traced in 
everyone. To avoid these attacks it is only 
necessary to avoid unusual exposure and ex- 
ertion, andto avoid the excessive use of in- 
toxicating drinks. A cool-headed man, who 
is temperate in all his habits, does not run 
much risk of being prostrated, yet precaution 
is a word applicable to ail. 
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
